Claim 1 has been canceled. 

Claim 2 has been rewritten as follows: 

2. (Currently amended) A zinc oxid e film tr e atm e nt method according to claim 1, A 
zinc oxide film treatment method for heating a film of zinc oxide electrochemically deposited on 
an electroconductive substrate from an aqueous solution, 

wherein heat treatment is carried out at a treatment temperature of 150°C or higher and 

400°C or lower in a N? or inert gas atmosphere that contains oxygen, and 

wherein an oxygen partial pressure ratio to N2 or inert gas is 1% or higher arid lower than 

10%.
